Pollution Control Board. 

Main attention focused on a 
$2,250,000 automatic coal 
chatging system which went 
into operation last yeer. 

Its primary component is a 
larry car which contains 
potential charging smoke 
within the byproduct coke plant 
system. The car moves on rails 
back and forth on top of the coke 
ovens, with its operator in an 
air-conditioned cab. 

This is only the second in- 
stallation in the U. S. of the 
advanced new system, 
developed for the American 
Iron and Steel Institute working 
with the U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. However, 
charging cars on new coke 
ovens utilize many of the

Earmark funds 
for storm lines 


An “escrow fund" of $50,000 
was created by the Granite City 
Council Monday night to 
guarantee financing of storm- 
water drainage facilities along 
a four-block stretch of Franklin 
Avenue and in adjoining areas 
of Maryland Heights. 

Action to provide funds for the 
project followed the appearance 
of a delegation of area residents 
for the second time to request 
relief from flooded streets that 
result from moderate to heavy 
rainfall. 

The council at first agreed to 
set aside $43,000 for the work on 
a motion by Alderman Emerald 
Dawes of the Seventh Ward, but 
later increased the amount to 
$50,000 after City Engineer 
Monroe Brewer said his original 
estimate of cost could be higher. 

Unanimous approval of 
Dawes’ motion creating the 
fund followed a talk before the 
council by Ed Goodin, 3700 
Franklin Ave., spokesman for. 
the delegation of Maryland 
Heights residents, in which he 
asked the city to ‘give us help” 


in solving drainage problems. 


Goodin said the problem not 
only lies along Franklin Avenue 
(between Amos and Cottage 
avenues) but also on the in- 
tersecting streets of the area 
where water stands for long 
periods after even moderate 
rains. 

Mrs. Phyllis Brusatti, 2211 
Manley Ave., also spoke as a 
representative of residents 
Bving on streets intersecting 

‘ranklin Avenue. She noted 
that the problem extends into a 
number of streets in the 
Maryland Heights subdivision 
and is not confined to Franklin 
Ave.

Illinois Revenue Director 
Robert H. Allphin reports the 
tax processers are getting the 
job done ‘faster this year. He 
polntest out that by March 13, 

the department had made more 
than 535,000 refunds, 201,000 
thore than the number of 
refunds made in the same time 
last year. 

“Part of the reason is that we 
have done a better job of 
planning for this year’s income 
‘lax season, But much of- the 
credit has to go to the people 


The 
envelopes quickly because 
many of them carry tax 
“payments. A delay in banking 
those payments could cost the 
State thousands of dollars in 
interest each day. 

Revenue officials estimate 
that the state gains as much 
as $1 million in interest 
revenue each year through 
quick banking of tax remit- 
tances. 

The rapid deposit system also 
has helped with department 
priorities. 

Allphin explains, “We know 
that a person sending in a check 
with his return probably isn’t 
expecting. a refund and 
probably isn’t going to get one. 
So we can credit his payment to 
his. account, set the return 
aside; and work first on the 
returns of people who are ex- 

ting a refund.”

Diagrammed, the processing 
system looks as complex as the 
schematics of .the computers 

do the ing. But 
it functions so well that nds: 
will. be mailed within six to 
seven weeks after an envelope 
has been opened. 

Changes can be worked into 
the system only once a year. It 
takes the same sort of precision 
for launching a new processing 
technique as it takes for 
launching a spacecraft. 

And a mistake can cause 
problems ail along the 
processing line, cause returns 
to pile up at some points, and 
leave workers idle at others. 

“Once we’re committed to a 
technique,” Spellman said, “we 
have to live with the problems. 
It’s hard to stop in midstream, 
no matter how good a change 
looks.” 

Once they've entered the 
processing line, the returns are 
sorted by date received, 
separated by the number of 
pages, and put in batches of 100. 

Single-page returns are 
checked for proper W-2 forms, 
signatures and correct entries. 
Multi-page returns get the same 
reviews, along with checks to 
see that the mathematics on the 
supporting documents is 
correct. 

Information on the tax form is 
next keyed into a computer 
system, the first place where 
consistency in the return is 
checked.

The computer's logic. ability 
is used to see “if the data 
processing equipment will tell 
us the‘same thing the taxpayer 
told us,”’ according to Speliman. 
“Tf it doesn’t, the taxpayer 
can expect to hear from us,””-he 


‘said. 


After a batch balance—an 
internal check to make sure 
that none of the 100-forms has 
been lost—refunds for correctly 
figured returns are made. 

Spellman said that about 85 
per cent of alll refunds are made 
at this t. Generally, other 
refunds are delayed because of 
errers or inconsistencies in the 
taxpayer's return. 


The most common problem 

is that the taxpayer has 
claimed too many sub- 
tractions, according to 
Spellman. Many, _ for 
example, subtract federal 
income tax payments from 
the income subject to the 
Illinois tax. IHinois law does 
not provide any deduction for 
federal income taxes. 

The department's checks 
also have worked to the 
taxpayer’s advantage. 
Allphin said 10,500 taxpayers 
last year shared a total of 
$300,000 in refunds they hadn't 
expected. The department 
discovered they had overpaid. 
Despite the care in getting 

refunds to taxpayers quickly, 
some never make it to the 
taxpayer. 

“Last year, there were about 


19,000 refund checks we couldn’t | 
deliver because we couldn't . aren 


locate .the taxpayer,” 
director said. 

“The main reason for un- 
delivered refunds is. that the 
taxpayer gives us an incorrect 
address. 

“He may move between the 
time he’ files the. return and 
when we send the refund. There 
are a number of ways we try to 
find the taxpayer, but we don’t 
always succeed.” 

Allphin said that if the tax- 
payer isn’t located, the refund 
money is credited to the tax- 
payer's account and used to pay 
for any tax liability in the 
following year. 

Some returns with errors that 
can’t be corrected immediately 
will be separated from their 
batches and made separate 
case files until completed. 

The remainder will be 
squeezed onto the shelves in the 
center’s  25,000-square-feet 
central files. They will be kept 
for seven years. 

There is also a Taxpayer 
Enformation Section in the 
processing center where calls 
for “assistance are answered 
from 8 a.m. to5 p.m. weekdays. 

The telephones in that section 
will be in use almost constantly 
through the April.,15 filing 
deadline. Allphin said the 
department expects to handle 
400,000 requests for help this 
year. 

The income tax season 
doesn’t begin until the first of 


February, since émployers 
aren’t required to get W-2 forms 
to employes until Jan. 31. 

Itwill peak quickly during the 
last two weeks before the filing 
deadline. About one-fourth of all 
returns filed will be received in 
those two weeks. 

‘Things won't be much dif- 
ferent for the tax processors 
after the deadline. 

Income tax returns will 
continue to come in from tax. 
payers who were granted 
extensions or who were filing 
late for other reasons. 

And there are some 10. million 
forms to process for the 22 other 
taxes that the department 
administers. 

Because those tax returns 
peak at-different times during 
{he year, processors of the sales 
and miscellaneous taxes will be 
helping income tax processors 
during their busy season. The 
income tax processors will help 
the others later in the year.

Whitsell said there are no 
mutual contracts between the 
township and the county and if 
one should be presented, he 
would abstain from voting on 
the contract, thus avoiding any 
conflict? He also said all con- 
tracts would have to be ap- 
proved by the public at the 
annual town meeting, not by the 
supervisor. 

He commented the conflict of,

City ‘Engineer Monroe 
Brewer told council members’ 
the M. W. firm offered to make 
the study for $6,000 plus the cost 
of aerial photographs that may 
be needed. The photographs will 
cost between $800 and $1,000. 

Other: proposals included: 
Flagg, Scheibal and Scherbut, 
Edwardsville, $7,000 to $8,000;

THP.is a community volunteer 
program which watches over 
more than 200 foreign students 
attending STUE. 

Many ‘foreign students are 
good in mathematics and 
science and would be willing to 
tutor the ‘family children in 
these subjects. It would also be 
a good opportunity for: members 
of the family to learn a second 
language, Mrs. Klenke said. 

Two of the reasons foreign 
students request. live-in 
situations with ‘American 
families are that they would like 
to improve their English, and 
their cultural understanding of 
this country. 

“We already know how to 
survive in a foreign en- 
vironment. We need the social 
life and understanding of the 
community,’* Kaykosrow 
Javizian, a student from Iran 
who is majoring in electrical 
engineering, said. 

Having an American family 
helps a new student adapt faster 
to his environment and helps his 
understanding of the American 
way of life, he added. 

Most of the students attending 
SIUE live in university housing 
Some of them feel that this 
segregates them from the 
community. 

“The student does not reach 
anyone in the community; the 
community does not reach out 
to him,’’ Sina Ghatan, a 
graduate chemistry student 
also from Iran, said. 

The student could attend the 
university for a year or two and 
never be aware of the 
behavorial patterns and culture 
of the business community, 
Ghatan said. 

Many of the students want a 
closer family situation. Others 
cannot cope with this ex- 
perience of close concern. It's 
an individual thing, Mrs. 
Klenke said. ‘‘How much 
‘smothering’ does the student 
want?" she asks. 

Students express a need for a 
close family when they are sick, 

_ homesick, lonely or depressed 

“It’s more than just inviting 
us for turkey at Thanksgiving. 
It’s being relaxed with a family, 
watching the children jump up 
and down, and remembering 
that’s the way it happens back 
home,” Ghatan said 

Reza Fatemi, an SIUE 
student from Iran who is 
majoring in transportation, has 
an American family, ,but he 
remembers how it was when he 
lived along. 

“I ate hamburger all 
time. I can’t cook. 

“When I live with the family, 
I eat better,’’ Fatemi said. “If I 
get sick, I want someone to 
make me soup and someone to 
take care of me when I have 
problems,”’ he added. 

A family will be needed for a 
female student arriving from 
Venezuela for the spring 
quarter. Spanish is her native 
language, and she would be 
willing to teach the language to 
members of the family in ex-

Army night vision device 
enroute to John Young, 11

An 11-year-old Granite ‘City 
boy came home from 
Washington, D.C., last week 
with a gold key chain from a 
United States congressman, 
many exciting memories of 
kind people and historic places, 
and the most precious gift—an 
opportunity to once again see at 
night. 

John Allen Young will be the 
first civilian in the United 
States.to benefit medically from 
a night vision device developed 
by International Telephone & 
Telegraph for the U.S. Army. 

John suffers from retinitis 
pigmentosa, an eye disease 

for which no treatment or 
cure has been found to arrest 
or retard it. 

The symptoms are a 
gradual decline in night and 
peripheral vision. Eventually, 
the victim goes completely 
blind day and night. John has 
been unable to see at night for 

. the past three years. 

The boy and his father, 
Granite City Patrolman Albert 
Young, traveled to Washington 
and from there were escorted to 
Fort Belvoir, Va., by Larry 
Acchione, assistant director for 
Laboratory Operators at the 
Army base. 

Initial tests with a bulky, 
mask-like device, originally 
designed to permit soldiers to 
see enemy troop movements in 
Vietnam, were disappointing. 
John was unable to use the 
equipment due to his eye 
flasses. 

Young said... .“‘We were all 
disappointed. But, then they 
gave John a pocket model of the 
device and it worked perfectly 

“They dimmed the lights in 
the room and showed some 
slides. It was truly a touching 
moment when John squinted 
his eyes and said ‘It works. It 
is terrific,’ " the father said. 

“T looked through the device 
myself,’ Young said, “and I 


could hardly believe what I saw. 
Without it, the screen looked 
blank.” 

The initial slide John was 
asked to identify was dark, but 
the device revealed an Army 
tank photographed under 
moonligHt conditions. 

Young’ learned this week 
the pocketscope device. is 
being made available to John. 
Presently, it is enroute to Dr. 
Eliot Berson, a Boston 
research specialist in the field 
of retinitis pigmentosa, by, 
whom John was examined in 
1972, 

Dr. Berson will forward the 


device to Dr. Stephen Podos at / 


Barnes Hospital, St. Louis, 
Young explained. Dr. Podos 
was responsible for sending the 
Youngs to consult the Boston 
specialist. 

“He could be fitted for the 
device in just a few weeks, if 
everything goes well,’ the 
father said. The pocket-size 
version is expected to cost more 
than $7,000 and the financial 
arrangements for its use are 
still unclear to the local family. 

News of John’s successful 
test has brought en- 
couragement to others suf- 
fering with the same rare eye 
disease,” Young said. “We've 
had calls from Michigan“and 
Houston from people with the 
ailment who read about 
John’s test. 

“1 don’t kndw what to tell 
them, as it was only through the 
help of U.S, Congressman 
Melvin Price that we were able 
to get the Army to test John at 
all,” the father said. 

Rep. Price, chairman of the 
House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, first was approached by 
Dave Clark and Mayor Mike 
Sasyk of the Madison Lions 
Club, who described the boy's 
condition in a letter. 

The congressman called the 
appropriate officials and the 
test at Fort Belvoir was 
arranged. 

John and his father visited 


Rep. Price at his Washington 

offices to deliver the good news 

and thank him in person. It was 
the congressman who presented 

John with his gold key chain 

memento. 

Father and son were tran- 
sported to Washington, courtesy 
of Ozark Airlines, whose em- 
ployes “smoothed away any 
difficulty in making the trip,” 
Young said. 

Before taking off from St. 
Louis, John was given a per- 
sonal’ inspection tour of the 

\ flight deck ang cockpit, and lots 
) of attention ‘during the flight by 
>) two attractive stewardesses. 

“Everyone was wonderful 
to John and I during the trip.” 
the Granite City police officer 
said. ‘Our special thanks go 
to a young man named Jim 
Dove who works for Ozark, 
but helped us to get around to 
different places on his own 
time.”” 

“Jim picked us up at our 
motel, took us into Washington 
to see Mr. Price and to visit 
different places John had asked 
to see. He also entertained us at 
his home in Centreville, Va., 
and arranged for John to tour 
the control tower at Dulles 
International Airport — in 
Washington, before we left for 
home,” Young said. 

“We also owe a great many 
thanks to Tom Chariton who 
works for Congressman Price,” 
he added. 

“Larry Acchione not only 
drove us to Fort Belvoir, but 
also to Mount Vernon to see 
George Washington's home. It 
was an experience John will 
never forget,” Young said. 

“He was thrilled at seeing the 
moon rock brought back by the 
astronauts, Lindberg’s ‘Spirit 
of St. Louis’ and the Wright 
Brothers plane. All are 
displayed at the Smithsonian 
Institute. 

“We went twice to the 
Botanical Gardens, John's 
special favorite as ‘he loves 
plants and flowers, and we sat

Bridge dismantling due soon: 


Werk of dismantling the 
Chain of Rocks bridge which 
spans the Mississippi River 
from Chouteau Township to St. 
Louis County north of St. Louis 
should begin within the next 
four weeks, according to the 
owner, Charles E. Wilson Sr. 

The’ bridge was purchased 
from the City of Madison for 
$103,000 by Charles E. Wilson 
and Associates of Lansing, 
Mich. Wilson flew into the area 
Tuesday with his engineer, 
George Snyder of Jackson, 
Mich. 

Wilson and Snyder met with 
William Flahart of the’ United 
States Coast Guard Tuesday to 
arrange for permits for the 
demolition and dismantling of 
the bridge. 7 

“The Coast Guard and 
Flahart have been very helpful 
and cooperative, Snyder said. 
“We anticipate’ no problems 
withthe permits which should 
alfbe pleared within a matter of 
a few\days.” 

“Depending —on the 
availability of equipment and 
operators we could start work in 
about 30"days. To take this 
bridge apart will require some 
very large equipment. 

“We probably will take a span 
at a time, with large cranes and 
let them down onto barges, then, 
float the barges to ange: 
dismantle the spans on 
Snyder explained. 

“As you can imagine, , that 
takes tremendous sized equip- 
ment and very experienced 
personnel, You-sure don’t want 


to drop a span into the river.” 

The sale of the bridge was 
limited to the superstructure, 
all supporting structures, 
pilings and accessory objects.

The. anti-inflation, anti- 
recession measures out- 
lined in President. Ford’s 
economic program would 
have -shifted income 
away from families at the 
low end of the scale toward 
families who are better 
off. The energy measures 
deserve plus marks but are 
unnecessarily precipitate. 
The proposals to control 
inflation do not deal spe- 
cifically with the problem 
of the value of money. In 
this article I shall discuss 
six of the proposals: 
(1) the one-year ‘‘tax cut,” 
(2) the $80 payment, 
(3) Social Security and food 
stamps, (4) oil and energy, 
(5) business profits taxes, 
and (6) inflation. 

1. THE ONE-YEAR 
“TAX CUT” IN A RE- 
BATE OF 12% ON 1974 
INCOME TAXES, UP TO 
A MAXIMUM OF $1,000. 
Money ladled out under 
this proposal would be a 
gift in the year 1975 
against 1975 federal 
revenues. Tying of this gift 
to 1974 income taxes 
makes it appear to be a 
tax refund. The final re- 
write of the tax reduction 
bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives directs most of 
the rebates to families 
earning less than $10,000 
a year. With this change 
in emphasis, tax reduction 
can be expected to be 
effective as an anti-reces- 
sion measure. 

2. THE $80 PAYMENT 
TO INDIVIDUALS WHO 
PAY NO TAXES ON 1974 
INCOME. . This proposal 
is said to be to offset 
higher costs of gasoline and 
other energy fuels. If such 
@ payment were to be 
effective, it should be on 
a per capita basis. Further, 
it should be larger for low- 
income households if itis 
to be effective in creating 
jobs. 

3. SOCIAL SECURITY 
BENEFITS AND FOOD 
STAMPS. The proposals 
to limit the cost-of-living 
increases in Social Security 
checks to 5% and to raise 
how much people, including 
students, have to pay for 
food stamps are again 
pro-recession. Fortunately, 
the Congress does not go 
along’ with this idea, 
which would funnel money 
away from people who 
must of necessity. spend it. 

The often-cited fiscal

problems of Social Security 
will probably ultimately 
be solyed in two ways: 
(1) shifting more of the cost. 
to general revenues, and 
(2) by 1990-2000, raising 
the retirement age to 68. 

4. OIL AND ENERGY 
CONSERVATION. The 
administration’s program 
would raise prices of gas- 
oline possibly by 10 cents 
a gallon and heating oil and 
natural gas possibly by 
20%. The oil, coal, and 
other energy industries 
should be encouraged by 
such higher prices. Within 
10 years, we could have 250 
more coal mines, 30 more 
oil refineries, and 20 plants 
for converting oil shale to 
synthetic fuels. In order 
that the oil industry 
would’ not gain uncalled- 
for-profits at public ex- 
pense, taxes on fuels would 
be increased. Taxes on 
imported oil would be 
increased also in order to 
raise its price and gradually 
discourage consumption. 
The Administration's pro- 
gram contains more 
management of the econ- 
omy than needed. Cartels 
have a history of break- 
down; economic reactions 
of consumers to the oil 
cartel are already evident. 

5. REDUCE BUSINESS 
PROFITS TAXES TO 42% 
AND INCREASE THE 
INVESTMENT TAX 
CREDIT TO 12%. Com- 
bining the effects of both 
of these proposals, cor- 
porate ‘or business profits 
Federal income taxes could 
be ‘reduced from 48% to 
40% or by one-fifth, for the 
year 1975. This would be a 
windfall for corporations 
and owners of corporate 
stocks. The increase in 
investment credit is a 
long-range proposal and 


could not be expected to 
have much effect on im- 
mediate problems. Reduc- 
tion of corporate taxes, 
regardless of form, is based 
on the idea that since our 
American economic sys- 
tem has been so productive 
over the past 200 years, if 
it falters now, it must be 
because we have not 
acquired wealth fast 
enough. Thus, solution: 
the Federal government 
should ,encourage more 
saving by the “haves” and 
less consumption by the 
“have-nots.” 

6. ANTI-INFLATION 
MEASURES. In the past 
three to four years, the cost 
of living has increased at 
a disturbing rate. In- 
versely, the fall in how 
much the dollar will buy 
is tragic for many old 
people on fixed incomes. 
The standard cure offered 
for this is to tighten up on 
Federal spending and re- 
duce the supply of money. 

This response ignores 
how fast people elect to get 
rid of their dollars; that is, 
the rate of turnover of 
money. If dollars should 
move two times faster, 
other things equal, the 
existing supply of money 
would support a price level 
twice as high. Since 
1971, the speed of move- 
ment of dollars has in- 
creased in exactly that 
way. It was in 1971 that 
the U.S. Treasury stopped 
honoring our deficits to 
foreigners in gold, and 
hence shifted the inter- 
national money system 
from gold to paper. Some 
experts predicted that the 
paper system would lead 
to world-wide galloping 
inflation with no end in 
sight. 

However, again the 
market system seems to 
be coming to the rescue in 
spite of faulty attempts to 
manage it. The world- 
wide easing of commodity 
prices and present easing 
of retail. prices in the 
United States gives us a 
ray of hope that maybe the 
value of money can some- 
what stabilize even on a 
world paper system. 

In particular, the supply 
of money in the United 
States increased only by 
2% since last June, in spite 
of wrong effort by the 
Federal Reserve to step the 
increase up to 6% annual 
rate. Business and the

Return to basics, 


Americans urged

NEW YORK — America’s 
churches are facing the na- 
tional Bicentennial with a 
challenge to get back to bas- 
ics in a society sobered by 
Watergate, ecological imbal- 
ances, Vietnam and the rise 
of the third world. 

That challenge has been 
spelled out by one of the coun- 
try’s foremost clergymen, 
the Rev. Dr. Ernest T. Camp- 
bell, preaching minister of 
Riverside Church in New 
York. 

Campbell, sermonizing in 
writing instead of from the 
pulpit of the nondenomina- 
tional Protestant church 
founded by’ the Rockefeller 
family, discussed ‘America 
As I See It” in the winter is- 
sue of the Journal of Current 
Social Issues, published by 
the board for Homeland Min- 
istries of the United Church of 
Christ. 

Although he holds hope for 
the future of America if it es- 
tablishes high aims and val- 
ues, he began with the 
gloomy observation that the 
salesmen of the Bicentennial 
“seem like hustlers trying to 
sell balloons during a 
plague.” 

“Who is in the mood for 
celebration today?"’ he 
asked, adding that while phil- 
anthropists and foundations 
compete for ‘Brownie 
points” in patriotism, ‘for 
the rest of us ...°the daily’ 
spectacle of inflation, unem- 
ployment, racism, crime, 
rapacity in high places and 
‘international banditry in oil is 
giving us all we can handle 
and more.” 

Campbell believes the 
country is going through a pe- 
riod of “interim cynicism” in 
which the dominating mood 
has changed from = “don’t 


public’ know better than to 


increase their borrowing. 
Consequently, inflation is 
tapering off, and we. can 
be encouraged that it may 
continue so. 

We are gradually getting 
the right prescriptions for 
the current maladies of 
the system: rising Federal 
expenditures, directed by 
Congress toward low- 
income people, to make 
jobs, and a restriction of 
the money supply brought 
on by business and con- 
sumers. This slows down 
inflation. The author is 
optimistic—thanks to the 
U.S. Congress, on the fiscal 
side, increased fiscal 
deficit, and thanks to 
Divine Providence on the 
monetary side, restriction 
of the growth of money.

etc * 


“Within the last 10 years 
the comforting myth of’ na: 
tional innocence has crum- 
bled,” Campbell observed. 

“,.. Watergate and its at- 
lendant subplots have given 
Americans a moment of 
truth. ... Within the biblical 
metaphor, we are no longer in 
Eden. The garden is behind 
us now, its gates closed and 
guarded. We cannot go back. 
We can only go on.” 

— The individualism that 
once was ‘America’s strength 
is now threatening destruc- 
tion, While rugged individu- 
alism was responsible for the 
settlement of the West, “no 
society can long endure when 
every man does only what is 
right and profitable in ‘his 
own eyes,”’ according to 
Campbell. He foresees many 
lingering problems “‘as long 
as we polarize personal well- 
being and the public good.” 

— After decades as the 
“hub” on which.world history 
turned, America was unpre- 
pared to cope with the rise of 
third world power, with the 
shift of strength from West to 
East, from white to nonwhite 
and from the Northern to the 
Southern Hemisphere. 

“How hard it is to believe, 
really believe,” Campbell 
says, ‘that in years to come 
we will have to do with less in 
order _ others may have

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Granite City voters will decide 
Tuesday, April 1; between Lionel A. 
Portell, superintendent of streets for 
the past four years, and Mac War- 
field, who is a son of former Street 
Supt. Bill Warfield. 

The choice is not an easy one to 
make. Both candidates have 
something to offer and also a 
drawback. 

Supt. Portell is a husky, likeable 
and experienced official with 18 
years as a member of the street 
department. But he is widely regar- 
ded as having failed to get the most 
out of the staff, weakening the level 
of street services. Dissatisfied tax-. 
payers are numerous, as a result. 

The challenger has outlined 
specific ways to beef up services, 
and would devote his full time to the 
job. He can benefit from the 
suggestions of his father, who is 
waging an active campaign. But the 
son’s 26 years at Granite City Steel 
do nat include direct experience 
related to city streets. 

Not all of the problems stem from 
the present superintendent. He does 
not control the level of spending for 
street construction, manpower and 


Seven Granite City aldermen are 
to be elected April 1. Our comments 
on the issues that have developed 
follow: 

FIRST WARD—Everett Morlen, 
65, an alderman for six years, seeks 
re-election against two opponents, 
James C. Stuart, 40, and Charles R. 
Douglas, 24. All promise energetic 
efforts to improve living conditions 
and municipal services. 

Mr. Stuart, a Granite City Steel 
employe 22 years, has been active in 
community service. Some of his 
campaign proposals relate more to 
the Park District, the Housing 
Authority and the Port District than 
to the city government, and his 
proposals on police utilization and 
opposition to drug abuse also are 
somewhat beyond the scope of City 
Council responsibilities. But his 
ideas on drainage relief, industrial 
development and humane depart- 
ment services might be useful. 

A second-year law student, Mr. 
Douglas holds a degree in 
mechanical engineering and could 
bring a fresh approach to some of 
the issues facing the city. 

We are inclined to favor the in- 
cumbent on the basis of his 
knowledge of city government and 
his experience on a number of Coun- 
cil committees. Newly retired, he 
could devote much time to the alder- 
manic duties. 

SECOND WARD—An alderman 
for 20 years, Sam Whitmer, 59, is 
running for a sixth consecutive four- 
year term. He merits re-election due 
to his past efforts to solve needs of 
the ward and city, and due to his 
current proposals regarding traffic 
and sewers. 

His opponent, Melvin Hill, 45, also 
has studied traffic issues. And Mr. 


Hill makes a good point in saying, _ 


“It is vital that we be ready to 
receive those businesses which 
would like to locate in Granite City; 
if we are, the rewards will be great. 
The revenue generated by these 
businesses—and the jobs they will 
provide—will lessen the tax burden 
on the individual citizen.” * 
THIRD WARD—Clyde Boyd, 
- unopposed, is recommended for a 
new term. He has served on the City 
Council for 14 years. 

FOURTH WARD—Warren 
Decatur is endorsed as a capable 
engineer and businessman long 
service in church, fraternal and 
community activities. : 

A former member of the Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners and 
of the Granite City Electrical Com- 
mission, -he has. been prominent in 
voluntary programs to prevent 
crime and improve traffic and 
‘transportation.

equipment. And the prevalence of 
sewer breaks has placed an added 
burden on the tasks handled by the 
department. 

Nevertheless, he has diverted men 
and material to activities unrelated 
to his responsibilities. And there is a 
marked contrast between what is 
currently being accomplished and 
the volume of work performed prior 
to the pre-election. period. Many 
people feel there is a lack of unifor- 
mity between the caliber of services 
in various neighborhoods. 

This week, Mr. Portell continued 
to defend his decision to drain raw 
sewage into the Nameoki storm- 
water ditch, even though there is 
concern that this could lead to health 
hazards and possibly an epidemic. 

The superintendent prefers this 
risk to dioentire community rather 
than backups into several homes 
that have not yet been equipped with 
basement drain shutoff-valves. 

‘The health-endangering policy ap- 
parently isn’t going to be changed, 
short of court action, unless voters 
change it. We favor the election of 
Mr. Warfield. 


Opposition April 1 for four of seven Council posts 


His training and experience could 
prove helpful in coping with such 
challenges as sewers, drainage, 
railroad crossings and the proposed 
West Granite City overpass. 
Decatur is 57 and, with his children 
grown, feels he could spend con- 
siderable time on municipal 
problem solving. 

His opponent, Glen Sprankle, 34 
an American Steel Foundries pai 
ternmaker, has been active in civic 
groups and as a Democratic com- 
mitteeman. He is knowledgeable 
about issues facing the city and has 
offered constructive proposals to 
deal with them. 

FIFTH WARD—Walter F. Nonn 
has no opposition in extending his 
City Council service from 32 to 36 
years, an unprecedented tenure. 

SIXTH WARD—Also unopposed, 
Alderman Gerald Parmley pledges 
to strive for such goals as Maryville 
Road extension, a new overpass and 
annexation. He has served as an 
alderman for ten years. 

SEVENTH WARD—Incumbent 
Alderman Emerald Dawes, 52, with 
eight years of City Council service, 
is-a candidate along with Frank 
Vesci, 58, a former alderman; 
Donald Partney Jr., 36, son of the 
late Mayor Partney; and Daniel 
Sparks, 18, a 1974 Granite City 
High School North graduate em- 
ployed at the Pizza Hut. 

Mr. Vesci, Swift and Co. industrial 
relations manager, proposes an up- 
dated traffic control program and 
improvement of streets and 
sidewalks. 

Mr. Sparks has prepared com- 
prehensive plans to deal with sewer 
breaks and other city problems. As 
the youngest Granite Cityan to seek 
elective office, he cites widespread 
disenchantment among teenagers 
and young adults. He says his elec- 
tion could prove that “the system 
works” for people of all agés. 

Alderman Dawes has been a 
tireless alderman with a long list of 
completed improvement projects as 
well as extensive participation in 
athletic, church and veterans’ ac- 
tivities. 

President of Granite Sheet Metal 
Works and of the Southern Illinois 
Sheet Metal Contractors Associ- 
ation, Mr. Partney has served 
as library vicepresident and is 
president-elect of the Madison Coun- 
ty Chapter of the Illinois Society of 
Professional Engineers..He would 
stress avoidance of deficit spending, 
communication with citizens, traffic 
flow and attention to crossing and 
drainage problems. 

Both Mr. Dawes and Mr. Partney 
are well to serve ably in 
the Seventh Ward position. 
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Equipment hampers street services.

We have an engineer who 
receives $19,000 per year and 
his assistant $15,000. Both do not 
live in Granite City. For that 
money, we could get a first- 
class engineer who would set up 
programs, especially in the 
Nameoki area, which has many 
problems. 


Everytime we have to have 
someting done we have to hire a 
specjal engineer to do it.

(IBHE) in November, and the 
first students in the program 
will be admitted this fall. 

“Inquiries continue to flood 
the School of Education as word 
of the pending doctoral 
program spreads,” Dean 
Lindsay said. “There are far 
more applicants than the school 
can admit in the first year of the 
program.”” 

The Graduate School dean 
acknowledges a strong regional 
need for graduate programs. 
She said the demand for doc- 
toral programs has been 
documented through recent 
surveys through the Schools of 
Education, Business, and 
Science and Technology. 

“If you separate the state into 


four equal segments by drawing « 


lines from east to west, you can 
compare by region the op 
portunities afforded Mlinois 
residents for advanced 
graduate and professional 
education,” Dean Lindsay said. 

“Around the Chicago area, 
there are seven publicly- 
supported institutions which 
offer such opportunities. In the 
next area south of the Chicago 
area, five institutions offer 
graduate programs. 

“In the next segment, SIUE is 
the only graduate school, just as 
Carbondale is the only graduate 
school in the extreme southern 
portion of the state.” 

The dean believes SIUE has 
become a university that is 
noted for its excellence as 
well as the fact that it has a 
geographic location that fits 
the needs of a large number of 


le. 

“The quality of SIUE 
faculty, libraries and physical 
facilities has been judged 
more than adequate by eight 
consultants who have been 
brought to campus by the 
various schools within the last 
year and a half,” she said. 

“But we must continue to do 
everything just a little better — 
everything. from our routine 
activities to our major tasks of 
teaching, research and ad- 
ministering of activities." 

The goal. of improving the 
quality of ‘the institution has 
been accented this year by the 
Graduate School’s work on a 
Faculty Development Proposal. 

Bob Russo, associate dean, 
collected data from numerous 
sources and convened teachers 
from all disciplines on campus. 

“We were amazed at the 
breadth and depth of faculty 
interest and at some of the 
independent efforts at self- 
improvement in which various 
professors were independently 
involved,” Dean Lindsay said. 

“Maybe the project — which 
is voluntary — will only help 
those professors who are 
already excellent teachers. But 
the spirit is contagious, and I 
predict and hope that we will 
have an ‘epidemic’.”” 

STUE has nearly 40 graduate 
programs. Last year, the 
university received approval to 
add master's programs in 
urban studies and mass ‘com- 
munications, as well as the 
institution's first. doctoral 
program

Cass Leighty, a staff assistant 
in charge of graduate records, 
is -convinced that ‘‘new 
programs mean additional 
enrollment. 

“The addition of new 
programs has resulted in in- 
creased applications to the 
whole Graduate School, rather 
than reduced applications to 
established programs,” she 
said. 

Programs that have shown 
an upward trend in ap- 
plications since the fall of 1972 
include: art and design, 
biology. business administra- 
tion, chemistry, counselor 
education, city and regional 
planning, economics, 
educational administration, 
elementary education, 
government, history, in- 
structional technology, 
physics, physical education, 
psychology, special 
education, theater, speech 
pathology and audiology. 


Despite its growth, the 
‘Graduate School has had to take 
its share of budget cuts this 
year. “We've had to make some 
difficult. budgetary decision in 
accomplishing what we have 
with the same or less per- 
sonnel,’’ Dean Lindsay related. 

The school has had other 
challenges as well as budget 
problems. The dean pointed out 
trends in non-traditional pro- 
gramming that have com- 
plicated admission procedures. 

The problem led to an office 
efficiency study of delaying 
factors. As a result, the time 
required for a student to be 
admitted to a graduate 
program was reduced by two- 
thirds. 

“This has to be the year in 
which we concentrate on im- 
proving our institution,” Dean 
Lindsay said. 

“Tt means constant 
evaluation and assessment to 
make sure we are adequately 
meeting the priorities we've set. 
We don’t want students to at- 
tend SIUE only because they 
can't go someplace else. 

“We want instruction and 
research on this campus to be of 
such quality that alumni will be 
both proud and supportive — 
proud of the fact they attended, 
and supportive of the univer- 
sity’s future endeavors.”

—restrict traffic of people, 
off-farm trucks, and animals in 
the hog operation. 

Pigs make the best use of 
high-moisture corn if it is fed in 
a complete mixed ration: But 
they will gain’ slightly slower 
than if fed rations of normal 
corn. Formulate mixtures on a 
dry-matter basis, otherwise too 
much supplement will be used. 

Use following levels of 
protein supplement in different 
rations: creep and starter, 18 to 
20 per cent; grower, 16 per cent; 
‘finisher, 14 per cent; lactation, 
14 per cent; gestation (if sows 
are fed all they ‘want), 12 per 
cent. 

‘Some feel that a protein level 
lower ‘than those. given above 
tesults in less scours right after 
weaning. ‘But remember, pigs 
under 30° pounds tend to use 
about five per cent more feed 
when fed lower starters. 

Rations should ~ contain 
adequate, but not excessive 
levels.of minerals and vitamins. 
These are relatively inex- 
pensive, but important parts of 
the rations. Too much mineral 
fortification can result in im- 
balanced rations. Furnishing 
adequate amounts of vitamins 
adds little to the cost of a ration, 
but deficiencies can be costly. 

During gestation, bred gilts 
should gain about 70 pounds, 
and second-litter or older sows 
should gain about 40 pounds. 
Getting these gains will require 
around four pounds of feed per 
head per day in confinement. 
Sows or gilts running outside 
may need an additional .5 to 1 
pound of feed, 

These guides should be ad- 
justed to suit the condition of the 
hogs. 

Antibiotics have more value 
when feed is high priced. The 
pigs’ performance is no greater, 
but the feed saved is more 
valuable. When corn and 
supplement prices are lower, 
antibiotics in finishing rations 
may only pay for their own cost. 
Feed antibiotics up to market 
weight or until the required 
withdrawal time for products 
that must be removed before 
marketing. 

Hogs fed rations of high- 
moisture, frost-damaged corn 
gained © surprisingly well 
compared to hogs fed normal, 
dry-corn rations, reports Dick 
Carlisle, University of Hlinois 
Extension swine specialist 

Recent tests by UI resear- 
chers compared normal corn to 
30-and 40-per cent moisture 
corn fed in complete feed and 
free-choice shelled corn and 
supplement rations. Finishing 
pigs, weighing about 115 pounds 
at the start, were used for the 
feeding trials. 

On a dry-matter basis, feed 
conversion was only about 10 
per cent better for pigs on 
normal corn rations than for the 
pigs eating 40-per cent moisture 
corn. 

In trials with corn and sup- 
plement fed free-choice, pigs on 
normal corn gained 1.88 pounds 
per day. The pigs on 40-per cent 
moisture corn gained 1.48 
pounds per day. The rations 
containing 30-per cent moisture 
corn showed little difference in 
feed-conversion performance 
from the normal corn rations. 

Barrows from each feeding 
group were slaughtered and 
closely inspected. There was no 
evidence of any dietary effect 
on the carcass or internal 
organs. 

Palatability of the high- 
moisture corn is often a 
problem. To get the most out 
of high-moisture corn, grind the 
corn and feed it in complete 
mixed rations on a day-to-day 
basis.

Regional disaster coordination 


Forty representatives of 
federal, state, county and 
icipal agencies, public 

ities and private service 
groups met for a late-March 
‘roundtable discussion"’ of 
plans and capabilities for 
coping with 
disasters, such as floods, tor- 
nadoes, earthquakes and 
transportation accidents with 
hazardous fuels or chemicals. 

‘The discussion was sponsored 
by the St. Louis Federal 
Executive Board and was 
chaired by Col. Thorwald R.

“People are frustrated over 
their inability to cope with the 
scandals of government, 
disenchanted with callous. in- 
competence, frustrated over the 
greed of large segments of our 
society with their lack of moral 
and social values. 

“Businessmen, 
teenagers, educators and 
ministers also feel this 
frustration. There appears to be 
no worthwhile end result from 
their labor. i 

“Frustration is the scarlet 
fever of the mind and equally as 
contagious,” Sparks asserts. 

“Although reared with an 
abiding faith in our political 
system, I can’t deny having 
experienced fleeting moments 
of doubt — borne out of a sensé 
of futility and the strong feeling 
of being disenfranchised. 

“Based on the small per- 
centage of people my age who 
have even bothered to register, 
it’s apparent that this same 
feeling runs wide and deep. It 
may well account for the tor- 
ment of some in their attempts 
to find a place in the sun. 

“As the youngest person in 
the history of Granite City to 
contend for an elective office, I 
hope to further prove that ‘the 
system’ can and will slide over 
a wee bit and make room for 
them; that they are a part of all 
of the past, and the key to all of 
the future. 

“And, most startling of all, 
I've discovered that it doesn’t 
require political connections or 
a bundle of money (less than $20 
in my case)... just a well- 
grounded knowledge of the 
issues, and a lot of walkin’ and 
talkin’.” 

Sparks continues, ‘Because 
of the enormity of our sanitary 
sewer problems and the crip- 
pling, financial strait-jacket in 
which we find ourselves, I 
consider this to be the single 
most important problem we 
face, which must be per- 
manently and expeditiously 
resolved. 

“While acceptable at the first 
signs of trouble in 1973, it’s now 
clear, for reasons given below, 
that the piecemeal ‘band-aid’ 
approach is not the ultimate 
answer to our dilemma. 

“In order to find the best 
solution to this problem, its 
causes, extent, and severity 
must first be accurately 
established. 

“Hindsight affords the luxury 
of attributing the causative 
factors to a host of ‘birth 
defects,’ including poor design, 
inferior workmanship 
inadequate in-process in- 
spection, cessation of industrial 
deep-well water pumping and, 
finally, the inordinate physical 
stresses imposed on the 20-year- 
old system by flood-related high 
water table. 

“A total of $1.6 million — 
more than the original cost of 
the entire system — has been 
spent so far in the repair of 20 
sewer line breaks, an average 
cost of $80,000 per break. 

“Sixteen known additional 
breaks remain unrepaired due 
to a shortage of funds. 

“Assuming that the average 
cost of each repair would 
remain substantially the same, 
an additional $1.28 million 
would be required to complete

“The total cost, then, for 
repair of all presently known 
defects would amount to 
$2,880,000. 

“The affected area consists of 
literally miles of sewer lines, 
each mile consisting of ap- 
proximately 1,700 sections ‘of 
three-foot long pipes. Assuming 
worst-case conditions, it’s 
possible to project future costs 
for the repair of just one mile of 
individually, separately oc- 
curring breaks for the 1,700 
sections. 

Projected cost for the 
piecemeal repair of only the one 


"mjle comes to the staggering 


total of $140,800,000. Allowing a 
90 per cent error in this project- 
ion, the cost would still be 
prohibitive — $14,080,000 per 
mile. 

“In my opinion, the ultimate 
solution, including the funding 
aspects, hinges on our ability to 
find a fast, relatively inex- 
pensive and accurate means of 
determining the magnitude of 
the overall problem, and the 
severity of each additional 
break not yet detected. 

“In the absence of such 
conclusive evidence, a plan of 
attack cannot be formulated, 
nor can a realistic estimation of 
total cost be made — thus, 
rendering the city unable to 
adequately support further 
legitimate claims for additional 
financial assistance. 

“In view of the costs incurred 
thus far, with no clear-cut end in 
sight, it’s highly unlikely that 
the Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration would act 
favorably on additional, 
repetitive funding claims for 
assistance,” Sparks. asserts. 

“Although no actual ap- 
plication of the technique is 
known to have been made, it 
appears technically plausible, 
in the eyes of experts, that a 
ruptured sewer line carries with 
it the means by which detection 
is possible. 

“Since a common agent of 
decomposition is heat, escaping 
effluent from a sewer break 
would, through its decom- 
position, result in a localized 
temperature rise. This increase 
in subsurface temperature 
would eventually cause a hot- 
spot at ground level 

“As described in the January 
1975 issue of Reader's Digest, a 
highly sensitive, infrared 
detection device, using the 
principle of thermography, 
could prove to be the answer we 
seek 

“By surveying from a ther- 
mographically equipped 
helicopter, hot-spots may be 
quickly and efficiently detected 
and recorded. 

“The U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers at Vicksburg, Miss., 
and numerous companies 
specialize in such infrared 
surveys. 

“Unless space-age technology 
comes up with an alternative, 
I'm afraid that replacement of 
the entire affected system will 
be required,” the candidate 
concludes.

Mom feels 


guilty 
about job

Q. If we are to make ends 
meet, I have to work to help 
support our family. We have 
three children, and I've al- 
ways said I wanted to be at 
home until the youngest is of 
school age. He is now only 4. 

T've been offered a very 
good job, but I feel guilty 
about accepting it. Can you 
give me any advice? 

A. If there is a well-oper- 
ated nursery school available 
to you, your feeling of guilt 
really should go away. But 
check out the preschool very 
carefully — its programs, 
personnel and facilities. 

There is some research in- 
dicating that the children of 
working mothers are actually 
better adjusted than those of 
nonworking mothers. Of 
course, that wouldn't be true 
in every family. However, it 
could be:so in yours if you 
need the job, enjoy it, plan to 
spend time with your young- 
ster anyway, and he’s well 
cared for during the day. 


Q. Is it really important to 
read to young children? I get 
so tired of reading the same 
old stories. I'll have to admit 
that our 2-year-old loves 
them. He even knows some of 
them almost by heart, but 
they're so dull and tiresome 
for me. 

A. Yes, it is of value to read 
to young children, but not to 
the point where it’s a burden 
on the parent. One approach 
is to have the parents take 
turns. Unless there’s some 
adult interest and enthusiasm 
brought to the reading, it can 
become a bore for both 
grownup and young child. 

Another way to relieve the 
burden a bit is to make a deal 
with your little boy. “I'll read 
this one you love if I then read 
this other beautiful (exciting, 


wonderful) one.” Then, after 
a time or two the latter selec- 
tion may also become a fa- 
vorite. 

Experts in this field feel 
that reading to young chil- 
dren is an important step in 
their learning to enjoy read- 
ing themselves, so please try 
not to give it up. 


Q. I want to know my 
child’s exact IQ score, and I 
think I’m entitled to it. But 
his teacher will just not pro- 
vide this information. Don’t 
you think she should make it 
available to me? After all,

how can I give the kind of 
guidance he needs if I’m 
without this basic informa- 
tion? 

A. The key word in your let- 
ter may be “‘exact."’ No one 
knows a child’s “exact” IQ 
because the. test results de- 
pend on which test is used, 
who administers it, who in- 
terprets it, and the child’s 
physical and emotional status 
on the testing day. 

If you ask her whether he’s 
within the normal range, 
slightly above, slightly below, 
or something like that, you 
may find out what you want 
to know. That information 
might give you enough to help 
you provide the guidance a 
child needs. 

Althqugh intelligence tests 
often do serve an important 
function, they aren’t the 
whole story in child evalua- 
tion by any means. Teacher 
and parent observation, other 
schopl records, and health 
and achievement data are 
important too. 

So don’t feel you have noth- 
ing if the “‘exact”’ score isn't 
available. There are many 
additional kinds of informa- 
tion that can be helpful.

Testimony links phone 
rates, service quality 


Illinois Bell Telephone Co. has 
warned that rate relief is 
needed to maintain reliable 
telephone service — and that 
the company will present 
evidence to prove it. 

The company said it ‘will 
demonstrate that earnings have 
been insufficient and 
inadequate in the past — and 
that they will be insufficient and 
inadequate in the future — to 
provide revenue” required to 
keep on an even keel. 

Thomas R. Phillips, Ilinois 
Bell counsel, has predicted that 
if there is no increase in phone 
rates in 1975, the result will be a 
dramatically reduced earnings 
level that is totally inadequate 
to meet the demands of the 
Illinois public for’ continued, 
reliable telephone service in the 
future. 

Phillips presented _ his 
statement at a late-March 
public hearing before the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
in Chicago. 

He emphasized that one of the 
company's major objectives is 
to place as many rates as 
possible on services and 
‘equipment which are within the 
complete control of customers 
themselves. 

Phillips noted that only about 
one-tenth of currently proposed 
increases would be applied to 
basic monthly service. 

“Consequently,” he said, 
“about 90 per cent. of the 
proposed rate increases apply 
to optional services or to 
charges based on usage.”’ 

As examples he cited in- 
trastate iong distance and wide 
area telephone service (WATS) 
rates, charges for extensions 
and touch-tone phones, uniform 
message unit charges and 
reducing the initial period for 
multi-message unit calls. 

“To do nothing more than 
stand still — to pay known costs 
in 1975 — will require a rate 
increase of about $65 million 
annually by August, Phillips 
said. 

“Even with this proposed 
interim increase, 1975 earnings 
will not be at the level the 
commission found to be fair and 


reasonable in prior years. 

“In not a single one of the five 
years from 1969 to 1973 did the 
company earn even the 
minimum rate of return found 
by this commission to be fair 
and reasonable.” 

Phillips said the company 
proposes to move toward 
pricing business telephone 
equipment in. a way that 
separates the charges between 
line and phone equipment. 

He also said the proposed rate 
changes would require that 
customers who make more use 
of particular services or 
facilities pay more for their 
proportionately greater use. 

These proposals include a 20 
cent charge .for directory 
assistance (but each customer 
would get three free calls a 
month and disabled people 
would be exempted, timing 
local calls in Chicago and in- 
creasing local coin phone calls 
to 20 cents 

“Over the last 10 years,” 
Phillips said, ‘General cost of 
living rose 59 per cent. Average 
Illinois Bell prices over the 
same 10-year period increased 
only 16 per cent. 

“Even with the increases as 
proposed in our tariff filings in 
this case, Illinois Bell: rates 
would be less than one-third 
higher than they were in 1964, 

“Illinois Bell’s 1974 earnings 
on a going basis at year-end 
were too low to,\produce a 
reasonable rate of return on the 
value of its property devoted to 
providing télephone service. 

“The company is not earning 
an adequate return today, and 
its earnings have been too low 
for over six years. In fact, 
Mlinois Bell has not even earned 
over time the rate of return 
found to be fair and reasonable 
by this commission. 

“As this case progresses, the 
evidence will show that rate 
increases are necessary to 
produce the earnings level 
previously authorized and to 
provide revenue in the amount 
required to assure adequate, 
reliable, quality telephone 
service to the people of 
Illinois."

City during February increased 
14.7 per cent over the number of 
cases in February 1974, but the 
police department solved 112 
per cent more of the cases last 
month than it did the previous 
year, according to a report by 
Chief of Police Ronald Veizer.

20 classes of usage 
in new county zoning 


The new Madison County 
Zoning ordinance adopted last 
week provides 20 zoning district 
classifications, with all of the 
unincorporated area of the 
county being placed in one of 
these areas. 

Residential districts include 
R-1 through R-4 for single 
family dwelling districts, R-5 
for multiple family dwelling 
districts, R-6 for mobile home 
and modular home dwelling 
districts and R-7 for planned 
residential districts. 

Business classifications are 
B-1 for limited business 
districts, B-2 for general 
business districts, B-3 for high- 
way business districts, B-4 for 
wholesale business districts and 
B-5 for planhed business 
districts. 

Manufacturing classifications 
are M-1 for limited manufac- 
turing, .M-2 for general 
manufacturing and M-3 for 
heavy manufacturing. 

Others include agricultural 
and conservation districts, 

Also provided are three 
special district designations, 
PD for planned unit develop- 
ment districts; FP for flood 
plain overlay districts; and DK 
for Darwin-Karnak districts, 
which denote areas with a finely 
textured clay soil called un- 
suitable for most building and 
prone to flooding or ponding. 

The flood plain overlay 
district definition specifies, 

‘ “These flood plain regulations 
are not applicable to areas 
protected by levees designed for 
the regulatory flood or to areas 
protected by levees designed for 
a flood greater than the 
regulatory flood. 

The regulatory flood: is 
defined as one with an average 
frequency of occurrence of once 
in 100 years. 


Buildings or uses in flood 
plain districts which are per- 
mitted by the existing zoning or 
by a special use permit in 
existence prior to April 1, 1975, 
are to be allowed to continue 
that use under terms of the 
prior permit or regulations, 
according to the document. 

Flood plain areas are sub- 
divided into floodway and flood 
fringe areas. 

Floodway areas may be used 
for agricultural land, parking 
and loading areas, parking 
areas, recreational areas, 
lawns, gardens, play areas and 
other non-residential uses. 

Special use permits are 
required for drive-in theaters, 
car sales lots, marinas, streets, 
storage lots, storage buildings 
or for dumping or filling the 
land. No permits may be issued 
for the dumping of garbage and 
solid waste in a floodway area. 

Construction, including 
residences, will be allowed in 
areas designated as flood fringe 
areas, ‘but special restrictions 
will apply to. protect’ the 
_buildings from flooding.

If this silent killer is threat- 
ening your health, finding out 
promptly is fortunate indeed. 
With early detection and 
~ treatment, life-threatening 
complications can often be 
prevented or minimized.

If you already have high 
blood pressure, you may low- 
er your chances of suffering 
complications or help bring 
blood pressure down by tak- 
ing the following practical 
health measures in addition 
to any medically prescribed 
treatment. 

1, Cooperate with your phy- 
sician to trim off excess fat 
and keep it off. 


2. Limit.your salt intake.

THE HEROIN TRAIL; by 
the Staff and Editors of 


Newsday; Holt, Rinebart and 
Winston; 322 pages; $8.95.

The trail starts in Afyon, a 
province of Turkey. ¢ 

It is high, stark countey 
where the soil is poor and ca- 
pable of nourishing only the 
hardiest of crops. 

Here is where, f for hundreds 
of years, the opium poppy has 
been cultivated. 

Itis the staple of village life 
in this region. Its oi] is a base 
for cooking; its leaves go into 
a traditional salad; its seeds 
enrich the bread; its pods are 
fed to livestock; its stalks are 
woven into cottage ceilings. 

The only part the farmers 
do not use is the dark gum 
which oazes out of the poppy 
pods when they are cut. It 
congeals into the consistency 
of clay. 

The villagers sell it either 
to the Turkish government 
for medicinal use, or — il- 
legally — to certain buyers 
who are willing to pay consid- 
erably more for it. 

So begins the long, tortuous 
underground journey, the 
stuff passing through the 


hands of smu , crooked 
chemists and traffickers 
operating on four continents. 
Along the way it is broken 
down into morphine bases, 
and eventually converted into 
heroin for sale on the streets 
of New York and other cities. 

The route is traced in 
meticulous detail in this book, 
which is the result of a year’s 
on-the-spot research by a 
team of investigative jour- 
nalists. 

Their reports, first pub- 
lished as a 32-part series in 
Newsday, won a 1974 Pulitzer

requested by the railroad. He 
eee that higer rates 

turn users away from the 
Rock Island to other tran- 
sportation, and lead to reduc- 
tion of service on Rock Island 
lines. 

Ina statement submitted to a 
three-member division of the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in Washington, Attorney 
General Scott urged “that ail 
channels of relief for the Rock 
Island be explored prior to 
authorization of any substantial 
surcharge.”” 

He suggested 


that the 


bankrupt railroad and the ICC 
first “fully, explore the 
possibility of financial 
assistance to the Rock Island 
under the Emergency Rail 
Services Act of 1970.” The act 
provides. financial assistance 
for railroads that have declared 
bankruptcy. 

The ICC hearing, before Com- 
missioners. Virginia May 
Brown, Dale W. Hardin and 
Robert J. Corber, was to con- 
sider the Rock Island’s request 
for a rate surcharge of $30 per 
carload and $15 per piggyback 
trailer. 

The railroad has served 
notice that it intends to cease 
operations April 12. 

Scott, viewing the surcharge 
request as a prelude to aban- 
donment of service, told the ICC 
members: “The Rock Island 
situation is of serious concern to 
the state of IHinois. It is in- 


conceivable to. me that a cash 
shortage should justify shutting 
down the entire Rock Island 
Railroad by-means of an em- 
bargo,”” 

Under federal law, it is up to 
the ICC, Scott pointed out, ‘to 
determine what, if any, portion 
of a line should be abandoned, 
s0-as ‘to retain or preserve the 
balance for continued 
Operation. 

“No railroad — even a carrier 
in bankruptcy — may discon- 
tinue service over a line of 
railroad without prior approval 
by the ICC, with an opportunity 
for the involved states and the 
public to be heard.” 

Scott noted ‘that the Rock 
Island has made no application 
to the ICC for abandonment of 
service. 

Scott declared, “I think a 
shutdown by the Rock Island 
should be avoided, and its lines 


should not be handed over to 
other railroads at this time.” 

He took issue -with a 1974 ICC 
decision setting forth a plan 
parceling out Rock Island lines 
to the Union Pacific and other 
railroads. 

Scott said, “The public is 
being asked to suffer what 
seems to me, in essence, a 
classic war between rival 
railroads operating west out of 
Illinois.”’
